The London which the queen entered 
by permission of these three munici- 
pal officials is the ancient city which 
Was once surrounded witha wall. It is 
an inner circle of a single square mile 
in area, and not more than thirty-seven 
people sleep there at might. dutside 
this little ring there is a metropolitan 
London with an area of one hundred 
and twenty-three miles and a popula- 
tion of four and 2 half million. Still 
farther outside there is a greater Lon- 
don with an area of seven hundred 
Square miles and a population of be- 
tween six and seyen millions. 

But the only London that has a chief 
magistrate is the innermost circle, of 
which the Guildhall is the centre, That 
is the ancient city where the trade 
guilds were powerful enough to gov- 
ern the English capital in the middle 
ages; and they are still the nomial rul- 
ers of the metropolis. ‘The lord mayor 
in reality represents eighty trade 
guilds, with a total membership that 
does not exceed nine thousand, but with 
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WHAT THEY MEAN. 
Terms and Their Significance According to 
Canadian Law, 


The following legal definition of 
terms used by miners are given in the 
Canadian mining laws, and will refer 
to the claims located on British terri- 
tory :— 

“ Bar diggings,” shall mean any part 
of a river over which the water ex- 
tends when the water is in its flood- 
ed state and which is not covered at 
low water. ‘‘Mines on benches,” shall 
be known as bench diggings, and shall 
for the purpose of defining the size of 
such claims be excepted from dry dig- 
gings. “ Dry diggings” shall mean any 
mine over which a river never extends, 
“Miner” shall mean a male or female 
over the age of 18, but not under that 
age. “ Claainos” shall mean the person- 
al right of property in a placer mine 
or diggings during the time for which 
the grant of such mine or diggings is 
nutde, * Legal post,’’ shall mean astake 
Satnding not less than four feet above 
the ground and squared on four sides 
for at least one foot from the top. 

Close season” shall anean the period 
of the year during which placer mining 
is generally suspended, the period to 
be fixed by the Gold Commissioner in 
whose district the claim is situated. 

Locality” shall mean the territory 
along a river, tributary of the Yukon, 
and its offluents. ‘ Mineral” shall in- 


clude all minerals whatsoever other 
than coal. : 

A claim, under the Canadian laws, 
must be recorded with the Gold Com- 
missioner in whose district it is situat- 
ed within three days after the location 
thereof, 

Ap ontry feo of $15 is chnrged for 
the first year and $100 a year thereaf- 
ter. For recording the transfer of a 
claim. a fee of $5 is charged. 

If an owner fails to work hia claim 


for 72 consecutive hours during the 
working season, the claim is considered

Sloughs 
may be deep or shallow, wide or nar- 
row, steep or flat, ‘Mheir surface may 
be depressed at differant points into 
little beatae called ponds. ‘The drain- 
ane engineer, must, therefore proceed 
with @ drainage of a slough ac- 
cording to its own characteristics and 
without regard to the way Thomas 
Smith or Ole Oleson drained his. 
There is the one general law that 
the ditch must strike at the origin 
of the water if it be ‘ooze water or 
spring water or at the bottom of it be 
ground water. There is another law 
very well established for the light, 
porous soil of tbe prairies which is 
that a four-foot ditch will drain the 
land for a distance of forty feet on 
either side of it; so that ditches may 
run eighty feet apart whether they be 
sub-mains or laterals. 


SUMMER CARE OF POULTRY. 


This is the season of the year when 
poultry requires the closest attention. 
Especially is this the case with the 
young broods. At no other time of 
the year, with possibly the exception 
of the severest winter weather, does 
the flock need such constant care. En- 
ervated by extreme summer hheat, it 
ismore easily attached by the various 
diseases to which both the young and 
the old are subject. Coupled with this 
is the fact that it is at this particular 
season the prey for all the vermin 


destroy 

A few simple rules for the cure of 
poultry during the summer months 
can be given, and if intelligently fol- 
lowed, will produce satisfactory results, 
not only in maintaining Yhe health of 
the flock, but in their productive abil- 
ity. 

First of all may be mentioned the 
fact that poultry requires plenty of 
shade, and the shade wery low, jleafy 
trees, or bushes, is the best. Chickens 
are very sensitive to wind, »whether it 
behot or cold andprefer the shade of 
bushes because they shelter them from 
both the sun and éhe wind. In the ab- 
sence of trees or bushes, (a shade must 
be provided for the flock by other 
meins, and an open shed or lean-to 
on the north-side of the hen-house or 
barn is the next best thing. Chickens 
ought to be prevented from congre- 
gating in the ben-house or stable dur- 
ing the heat of the flay, as the hab- 
it increases the supply of vermin, both 
on the fowls and .n the houses, and 
consequently makes this pest \barder 
to cope with. 

Next in point of importance is that 
the fowls have plenty pf fresh, clean 
water, During the season, drinking 
vessels no matter of what do- 
scription they may be should be 

ned at least once a day, and fresh 

er, given moroing, noon and night. 
A small quantity of Douglass mix- 
ture, which can be (nade by dissolving 
eight ounces of copperas tn u gallon 
of water and adding one-half ounce bf 
sulphuric acid, put in the drinking wa- 
ter, will prevent dysentery ond destroy 
cholera and other disease germs which 
are liable to attack poultry nt this 
time. One tablespoonful of this mix- 
ture to the half gallon of water ia 
about the proper proportion—a ‘little 
more or leas according to the condi 
tion of the flock won't hurt. It should 
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(leman. We have been through a lit 
tle experience of this kind, ond the 
quantity drunk by each cow wos 
found out. It ia an experiment one 
will not care to follow up more than 
a week, before the faucet at the big 
tank will be turned, and the cows 
drink out of the basins again The 
trial was made with six cows, und it 
was found that the average quantity 
consumed daily varied with individual 
cows from 70 Lo 140 pounds. One cow 
dronk this last quantity dally sight 
Mong ond some the siuuller quantity, 
With Gn average of 9Y pounis cach, 
Awother thing we found was that some 
of the cows would drink very often, 
i. eo, their buckets would be frequent- 
ly found empty, and others drank 
longer ut intervals; and one cow want- 
ed about all her twenty-tour hours’ 
supply at one time, an dwould only 
drink a little towards night Aw these 
cows Wore being fed fifty pounds each 
of ensilage a day, it is seep st snce 
that succulent food did not play ony 
important part im the economy of 
of drinking water. It was also found 
that the desire of a cow for water was 
about an hour after eating, but the 
evening thirst was never so great as 
in the morning. With some of tho 
cows there was some variation in the 
quantity of water consumed daily, but 
wtih others it was as steady in quan- 
tity as standard measure. In this 
there might be some variation in \re- 
sults from some other herd not so 
cared for; these cows being continu- 
ously stabled at the time of the ex- 
periment while a herd that ran out- 
doors more or less might show differ- 
ent results, In another thing Iwas 
convinced that a.cow did better that 
drank several times a day and so 
convinced was I of this, that a wa- 
tering system for the cow stubles was 
put in several years ago; and my 
opinion of itsyalue has never chang- 
ed, except in a more thorough belief, 
in its promoting the milk flow, nnd 
if our cows were to be turned out ev- 
ery day for exercise, I should notcon- 
nect out-door drinking with it, but hold 
to the manger water basin. In this 
connection there is another point I 
think of importance, and that is in 
stable watering there is uniformity of 
the temperature of the water, and the 
cow being habituated to Hrinking wa- 
ter at say 52 degress day after Way 
—as the water in my big stable tank 
indicates—is mot subjected to the ex- 
treme temperature ranges of put-‘oor 
drinking water, and air fncluded, and 
8 must do the better for this mni- 
formity with the shocks Ro the tow’s 
system eliminated.

he has been able to successfully trans- 
mit Morse telegraph signals a dis- 
tance of 12 miles without wires or con- 
ductors of any kind. Scientists every- 
where are showeriig congratulations 
and praises upon yonng Marconi for 
his marked success in a field where 
many older heads have failed. One of 
the vital necessities of Marconi’s sys- 
tem is the use of two wires, strung ver- 
tically in the air, one from the sending 
instrument and one from the receiy- 
or at the receiving point. The distance 
at which the signals are preceptible is 
governed almost entirely by the height 
of the wires. According to experiments 
already made it requires a wire 100 feet 
high to telegraph a distance of 12 miles, 
and Prof. Marconi says he sees no rea- 
son why he should not be able to tele- 
graph across the Atlantic if he could 
sufficiently increase the height of his 
wires. There is nothing that will in- 
tercept the signals; they will. go 
through anything of whatever nature, 
and a mountain, a block of brick build- 
ings or a steel ship offer absolutely no 
resistance to the passage of the waves 
excited by.

To give a homely but reasonably 
truthful illustration of placer mining

AN INDIAN LEGEND. 


: In the county of Berkshiro, state of 
 Wassachosetts, the lofty Monument 

‘mountain rears its gray form. If there 
ia anything sublime attached to a 
mount, n rare beanty will be admitted 
to linger around this wild aud tower- 
ing line of rocks. Its bold and frown- 
ing front extends about one mile, aud 
so roughly is it flung together by na- 
ture and standing at the same time 
so perpendicular that a tremulous chill 
burries over the body as the awestruck 
- beholder gazes up atit. A few knotty, 
___ dwarfish pines are to be seen peering 
obliquely from the narrow crevices, 
looking green even among rocks, like 
hope flourishing on the. borders of de- 
~ spair. 

_ he red bolt from the thondercloud, 
the winds and the power of centuries 
__ baye torn way many fragments of 
_ stone from on high and sent them smok- 
ing to the base, where already a long 
pyramidal line is strung along, quite a 
_ mountain in itself. The rear of this 
place falls off with a gentle slope, which 
is overshadowed by tall and regal look- 
ing trees, whose giant roots haye never 
_ been broken. It presents a fearful yet 
_ magnificent appearance. There is no 
_ Village near to wake the solemnity of 
‘its solitude, and silence is as profound 
‘at the sun’s meridian as at the hush of 
midnight. It always seemed to me this 
“spot was a favorite with the sun, for the 
_ first rosy flush of morning appeared un- 
_ @asy until drinking the dew from the 
_ trees upon its brow, and his last rays 
ngered there at evening, even after a 
__partial twilight began to fling a dusky 

shade over the vast valley below. But 
‘this may be imagination. 

Imust just mention a cireumstance 
relation to this mountain which 
Rave to it the appellation which it has 
ceived.

A beautiful squaw transgressed by 
arrying into another tribe, and the 
enalty for such au offense was and ey- 
mr had been death. She was well aware 
what her fate would be previous to her 
@aling it, but it did not restrain her, 
She disobeyed, and nothing could atone 
bat the full extentof the law. Although 
phe Had conrage supicient téface death 
in marrying, she did not feel y ing to 
Bacrifice herself according to the man- 
ate, und it therefore devolyed upon 
/ £ome oue to precipitate her over tho 
cloud capped mountain. Al her limbs 
| being bound except her hands, she waa 
| borue to the verge and launched away 
With all the stoiciem for which the In- 
diaus are Samous, But here a thing oc- 
eurred which had neyer been known 
before. In her downward flight she 
came in contact with the long branch of 
pine which swung out many fect 
‘from the rocks, and, grasping it with 
the clutch of death, succeeded in break- 
‘ing the force sho had attained, and re- 
jmained holding fast, suspended between 
the top aud base of the mountain. 
There she hung at the me rey of a 
slender branch, without even a hope of 
rescue. ‘The space between her and the 
rocks was too much to think of toavh- 
ng them, aud her strength, even in the 
ause of life, was not sufficient to draw 
pruy tothe limb.

It was on tho night of the second day 
that a sceno took place which has never 
been forgetten. The sun fell away at 
eve with a peculiar splendor, turning 
every object in the valley to a golden 
light aud causiug the Housatonic, in 
its serpentine course, to gleam up and 
spangle like liquid fire. Many was the 
hunter who lay watching the beauty of 
the beams which were flang around 
him, and when the last gorgeous streak 
had faded over Monument mountain the 
broad heavens were clear and blue, ex- 
cept the crimson folds which floated in 
grandenr along the west.

But soon a leaden haze began to rise 
along the azure wall of the west and 
was shortly succeeded by dark, dismal 
looking clonds, around whose edge the 
lightning played, as if to light them ou 
in their sad and gloomy pathway. ‘The 
thunder muttered faintly, then sent its 
roll up to the meridian, and finally, 
with increased power, cracked and shook 
through the very heavens. The shrick 
of the squaw was heard in the profound 
pause after the roar had died away, but 
its echoes stirred not the sympathies of 
any oue of the tribe.

}4n injury which nearly always proves 
fatal, 

‘Dr. Royal H. Willis, the house surge- 
on of the hospital has given the casa 
his personal attention from the first 
and now has great hopes that partial 
if mot completa recovery will be the 
result of the efforts, 

So far no operation bas been perform- 
ed, amd one may not be deemed neces- 
Sary. The patient rests oni an inclined 
Plame, the weight of his body acting 
counter to am extension apparatus 
which is attached to the head. This 
it is expected, will draw the misplac- 
ed fragments into position. 

SLIGHT SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

‘When Grogan arrived at the hosp 
tal he had slight control over his arms, 
but could not move his lower limbs. 
He could raise his arms, but was un- 
able to move his forearms or fimgers. 
His condition has improyed so that new 
he has a slight sense of feeling in his 
hands. ‘Dr, Willis takes this as an in- 
dication that the patient is slowly but 
surely getting around under the treat- 
ment be is undergoing.. His tempera- 
ture has beea considerably reduced, and 
during the last few days he has been 
able to digest food. 

Grogan was first fed on peptonized 
milk and then liquid beef peptonoids. 
Now he is being fed on soups, tea, &c. 
The only pain’ he feels is in his neck, 
and that is very slight. He is now per- 


fectly conscious and fully confident 
that he will recover. 

Wr. Willis expressed himself as very 
much satisfied with the progress so far 
made, which, he says shows that the 
treatment is gradually bringing the 
nerves back to their normal condition.

LONDON’S WATER. 


Three Sources of Supply and an Enormou’ 


Consumption, 

The water supply of London is en- 
ormous. It reaches 841,461 houses, and 
the average daily consumption is 187,- 
660,233 gallons or a daily pverage of 
about thirty-three gallons per capita 
in a population of 6,675,270. The area 
supplied is 845 square miles, and there 
are 5,147 miley of water pipe, and 83,- 
965 fire hydramts. Of this water 107,- 
000,000 gallons comes, from the Thames 
river 51,000,000 from the Lea river and 
the rest from springs and trtesian 


wells. In former years there was a 
great deal of criticism directed against 
the London water supply because of its 
insufficient quantit and its impure 
quality, but since boa, when a par- 
liamentary commission was appointed 
to investigate the question, there has 
been no cwuse of complhint. The 
Greater part of the supply taken from 
the Thames comes from above Rich- 
mond, where the water is comparative- 
ly pure, and is conducted by a series of 
aqueducts into lifty-four different re- 
servoira, covering 580 acres, with an 
aggregate capavity of 1,935,100,000 gal, 
longs, From these the water is passed 
through 120° filtering beds, somo of 
which absorb 1,000,000 gallons a min- 
ule. The water passes through six or 
seven in, of sand before it reaches the 
pipes, and this sand is cleaned cane- 
ully every month.

Ao lookeeper may sell Them on that Day.— 
A decision of Importance to all 
Hotelkeepers. 


Belleville Sun of Tuesday ;—Magis- 
trate Flint has given judgment in the 
case of Queen ys, Huyck in which E. B. 
Huyck, of Tweed, was charged with a 
breach of the Lord’s Day Act by selling 
cigars and soft drinks on Sunday. The 
Lord's Day Act provides that no mer- 
chant, tradesman, artificer, mechanic, 
workman, laborer, shall sell any goods 
or merchandise or carry on his ordinary 
occupation on the Lord's Day. 

The judgment is as follows:—‘*An 
innkeeper is not a merchant. The law 
binds him to keep open his house and 
supply travellers with food, lodging 
and refreshment. I think the sale of 
cigars and temperance beyerages on the 
Lord’s day is within his right as an 
innkeeper, and is*in the ordinary exer- 
cise of his calling as such. Thereis a 
point, however, of some difficulty. 
While the innkeeper has an undoubted 
right to sell to the bearders and lodgers 


and guests of his house cigars and soft 
drinks under the general powers given 
to an innkeeper, the question is whether 
or not he aay sell to transients, to 
persons who merely call to purchase 
and then depart, and the question is 
whether, as regards this class of persons 
he is nota merchant of the commodities 
he sells. I lean to the view that he is 
not a merchant, even under these cir- 
cumstances, but I must confess to con- 
siderate doubt upon the subject. I do

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Dedication of the New Anglican 
Church at Bannockburn. 


Bannockburn, Aug. 24.—To-day (St. 
Bartholomew’s Day) the new Anglican 
church was formally opened. Crowds 
of people began to gather at an early 
hour and came from parts al! around, 
Many came from Queensboro and Mil- 
bridge, whilst the train brought in her 
share of visitors from Marmora and 
Madoc.

About 10.30 the 
church was filled and seryice commenc- 
ed with the singing of Hymn 215, the 
tavorite hymn of the Anglican church, 
Then followed the Dedicatory Service, 
The special and most appropriate Les- 
son from Bings VII, was read by 
the Rey. OC. IT. Lewis. The Dedicatory 

rayerS were said by the Rey. C. 
Tarris, of Marmora. Then followed a 
choral celebration of the Holy Commun- 
ion. The Rev. C. 'T. Lewis was Cele- 
brant; Rey. C. Harris, Gespeller, and 
Rey. FE. Costigan, Dpistoler. A very 
able sermon was preached by the Rev. 
W. W. Burton,of Madoc,from the text, 
“The glory of the Lord filled the house,”

The church is an ecclesiastical struc- 
ture 55 ft. x 24 ft. and consists of a 
chancel and nave, The interior is 
beautifully finished in basswood and 
ash, natural colors, whilst the windows 
are colored glass. Several gifts have 
heen made, among which are the fol- 
lowing :—Carpet for Sanctuary—Ladies 
of the congregation; Caryed oak alter 
cross—Ladies’ Auxiliary, Belleville;

Important Mining News. 


Kaladar ig Destined to Become a great Gold 
Producing District. 


(From tho Twood News,) 

My, R. E. Shannon, the miner who} 
has an option on the Golden Fleece near 
Ilinton, and who has been developing 
it during the past few weeks, was seon 
by a representative of the News just be- 
fore he left for Buffalo. Mr. Shannon 
is & miner of almost unlimited experi- 
ence, having visited nearly every min- 
ing camp on the continent except the 
Klondyke, and his opinions and state- 
ments therefore carry considerable 
weight, More than this, he represents 
a yery wealthy syndicate controlled by 
Buffalo capitalists, who are determined 
on taking gold out of the mines in 
Kaladar. 

Mr. Shannon stated to the News re- 
presentative that he was on his way to 
Buffalo in order to purchase the ne- 
cessary machinery for working the 
mine, The machinery that he had had 
placed at the mine was merely for ex- 
perimental work, which he had been 
carrying on for some weeks in order to 
satisfy his company that the gold was 
there in paying quantities, He had 
sunk «shaft to a considerable depth and 
had made a cross cut of 250 feet and 
found the ledge twelve feet in width 
and showed signs of still widening. He 
had tested 100 Ibs, of the rock and 
from it took $1.25 in gold and is quite 
positive that it will average $25.00 to 
the ton, 

On his return he will , replace the 
small plant with a large mill capable of 
doing work on an elaborate scale. He 
spoke in the most favorable terms of the 
mineral wealth of the district and stated 
that in less than u year Kaladar will 
be one of the most profitable gold pro- 
ducing sections to befound. He expects 
to have his new mill erected in about 
three months.

MINING IN CANADA, 


Ottawa, Sept. 18.—A valuable little 
publication has been jssued by the Geo- 
ogival Department, prepared by Mr. 
Ingall, dealing with the deyelopment 
of mining in Canada since 1886. In 
eleven years the total mineral produc- 
tion has increased 126 per cent. or from 
$10,000,000 up to $22,500,000. The de- 
velopment in the United States has 
been only 40 per oent, in the same 
period, The mining operations in Can- 
ada are not 84 per cent. of what they 
amount to in the United States. The 
promise is, however, very bright in 
Canada, Gold has increased in quanti- 
ty from 66,061 oz. in '85, to 184,498 oz, 
in 96, and in value from $1,365,496 to 
$2,780,086, Silver in ’86 amounted to 
$209,090 value, and in '96 jto $2,149,502 
value. Coal totalled $3,739,840 yalue 
in ’86, and last year had risen to $7,- 
226,462. The book is full of information 
of yalue like the aboye.

The discovery of another Canadian 
gold field on the Michipicoten River, 
north of Lake Superior, may prove an- 
other spoke in the Canadian wheel of 
prosperity. ‘The deposits are said to ex- 
tend over a wide area and are of con- 
siderable richness. ‘he gold is con- 
tained in rotten quartz yeins of from 
one to four or five feet wide, and to 
very frequently take form of small 
nuggets the size of a grain of wheat 
and of great purity. Irom thirty to 
two or three hundred dollars a ton is 
the yield reported in many instances. 
If this thing keeps on Canada will not 
only become the greatest gold producer 
in the world, but will excel all other 
countries in the extent and number of 
her producing points.

or horse stable. The popular no- 
tion that it is too hard for the horses’ 
feet is a mistake, as we always keep 
the stalls so thoroughly bedded that 
their feet rarely touch the cement; 
while its durability is one of its great- 
est advantages and makes it, in the 
long run, the cheapest possible floor 
that can be laid in the stable. There 
are other advantages connected with it, 
such as warmth, as there can be no 
possible blowing of cold air under it 
coming up through cracks, as is the 
case with plank floors, it is easy to 
keep the stables clean, for the cement 
does not absorb any liquid, and when 
freshly cleaned and bedded the stables 
are entirely free from odor. Other ad- 
vantages are the furnishing of no place 
for rats to breed and harbor, as is the 
case with all plank floors. and the per- 
fect saving of all the liquid, which is 
by far the most va)uable portion of the 
manure, I note also that you recom- 
mend a slope of 1 1-2 inches in the floor 
of the stable. { can see no possible ad- 
vantage in this, but more than one 
disadvantage ; I should lay all floors 
perfectly level in every direction. ‘Ihe 
disadvantages are, first, a little more 
| danger of horses slipping on the floor, 
| Second, a slope causes the urine to run 
| back so that in passing through the 
stable behind the horses the boots are 
Saturated with it, and if it reaches, as 
it often will, the walls of the stable, 
it will cause the boards to rot, and the 
urine will be lost. The proper way is 
to bed the stalls so thoroughly that all 
the liquid will be absorbed by the bed- 
ding, as in this way there will be no 
joss, and it will help to decompose the 
manure and add to its strength. As 
there is some little danger of slipping 
as horses get up in the stalls, even on 
a level floor, we guard against this by 
uiaking small grooves in the freshly 
laid cement by laying a broom handle 
| down and tapping it until it beds one- 
| half its diameter, and these grooves are 
made about four inches apart for the 
| Space of two or three feet at the rear 
| of the stalls. If one can obtain grav- 
| el, sand and broken stone, convenient- 
ly a stable floor of the best Portland 
| cement can be laid at less expense than 
a good two-inch plank floor, can be 
put in, and the farmer und his help 
can do the work at a slack season of 
the year when other work is pot push- 
jing. Some writers recommend using 
| the cheap grades of cement, but aside 
from the fact that it is doubtful wheth- 
er the floors would stand the wear if 
} made from this kind of material, there 
j is little economy in it, as the best Port- 
land cement will admit of using so 
much larger proportion of sand and 
gravel with it as to make the cost but 
little more than if the cheap cement is 
used. I have used on my farm more 
than forty barrels of this cement in 
| the last ten years, and have used eight 
| barrels of gravel to one of cement for 
| the concrete foundation, and two bar- 
| rels of sand to one of cement for the 
topping, and all ay floors, both out-of- 
| doors and inside of buildings have giy- 
en perfect satisfaction. Another advan- 
tage in using the Portland cement is 
‘that the stable may be used for 
norses in ten days from the time the 
cement is laid down; while those who 
recommend the cheap grades of cement 
say that three montbg must elapse be- 
| fore it is safe to put the horses on the 
|floor. I especially like cement in the 
cow stable, as I never enter one with 
| plank floors in which I do not find a 
rank odor; but when we clean our sta- 


‘ding, for we always use some kind of 
chaff or sawdust for bedding in the cow 
‘stable, there is no odor, but the air is 
jalways pure and fresh, if the stable is 
| properly ventilated. I am particularly 
pleased with cement for hog houses 
and feeding floors for hogs, as they are 
eusily kept clean and give no harbor 
for rats. A neighbor of mine; some 
years ago, had an old plank feedin 

floor for hogs, about 12 by 20 feet, anc 
the rats bred under it in such num- 
bers that they were destroying his 
poultry and over-running all the out- 
buildings on the farm. He determined 
ona rat hunt, and in order to get them 
all, he set wide boards on edge at a 
little distance away around the floor, 
before beginning to Lear it up, got some 
neighbors’ boys and dogs to help in the 
fight, and the result was that 375 rats 
were killed. I have always found that 
rats abounded on the farm that fur- 
nished safe breeding places for them, 
and are rarely found where there are 
no safe places for them to harbor

POULTRY HOUSE WHITEWASH. 
A capital whitewash is made by mix- 

ing common water lime cement with 

sweet, skimmed milk to the proper con- 
sistency. The following is the govern- 
ment whitewash, and afine whitewash 
it is: Put two pailfuls of boiling water 
in a barrel; add one-half of a bushel 
of well burned, fresh quicklime: put in 
quickly one peck of common salt, 
dissolved in hot water, and cover the 
barrel tightly to keep in the steam 

While,the lime is slaking ; when the vio- « 

lent ebullition is over stir till well mix- 

ed together, and, if necessary, add more 

boiling water, so as to have the masa 
like thick cream, strain through a sieve 
or coarse cloth. Make athin starch of 
three pounds of rice flour and one 
pound of strong glue, having first soak- 
ed the glue in cold water, and to the 
latter mixture add two pounds of whit- 
ing. Add this to the lime wash, and 
also sufficient hot water to dilute to 
the proper consistency ; keep het while 
applying. It will require about six 
guna of the mixture to 100 square 
eet of surface, and it will last remark- 
ably well.

PRESERVING AND CANNING. 

Every housewife who takes pride in 
setting a nice table the year round will 
lay in a supply of fruits now while they 
are plentiful. A few days of steady 
work will accomplish this, and although 
it may be somewhat wearisome it is 
pleasant work nevertheless. To facili- 
tate matters generally have everything 
in readiness—the fruit, sugar, cans,jars, 
ete. 

The best camming peaches are free- 

stones. Select those not over-ripe, for 
then they will not lose their shape after 
being canned a while. A little wire 
basket or dipper is very handy at this 
time. 
and immersed in boiling water for 
minute or two, when the skins are eas- 
ily removed. Use a silver knife for peel- 
ing them. Halve the peaches and re- 
move the stone. Crack part of the 
stones, 
them and put them into the syrup to 
flavor it. Make the syrup of granu- 
lated sugar and twice as much water a8 
Sugar. Allow it to come to a_ boil; 
skim off the impurities that arise and 
place in it enough peaches to fill one 
can or jar. When they are cooked re- 
move carefully to the jar and fill to 
the top with syrup. Then proceed to 
cook another canful, sealing each care- 
fully while hot. 
; Peach jelly is made by paring, ston- 
ing and slicing the peaches into a jar 
and adding a third of the kernels 
brushed. Put the jar into a pan of 
boiling water and stir occasionally un- 
til the fruit is well broken and heated. 
Strain ‘and add the juice iof a lemon 
to each pint of fruit juice. Measure 
again and measure out a pound of 
Sugar to each pint of fruit juice. After 
the juice has boiled twenty minutes add 
the Sugar heated. Let it come to a 
boil and take instantly from the fire. 
Pour in glasses. When cold cover with 
circles of white paper dipped in wax 
or brandy, Screw on the covers and 
seall 

To make peach marmalade, or peach 
butter as it is sometimes called, peel 
and remove the seed from th 
Weigh them, and make a thick syrup 
of two-thirds as much sugar as fruit. 
After the syrup is cooked and skim- 
med, pour it over the fruit amd let it 
cook until the fruit begins to settle 
before stirring. Then stir constantly 
until thick. sSeal careiully or it may 
mould. 

Brandy peaches are favorites with 
many. To make them take one peck of 
Peaches, five pounds of sugar, one 


quart of brandy. Put the peaches in- 
to boiling water; let them a eis three 
or four minutes; then take them out 
and throw into cold water, Wipe the 
peaches with a coarse towel; rub them 
smooth; then put them into amother 
vessel of cold water.

Huckleberry Pudding. —Butter a pud- 
ding dish and line it with bread, cut 
in slices half an inch thick, and butter- 
ed; remove the crust and cut the slice: 
to fit the dish. Fill the lined dish | 
with huckleberries, sprinkle over them | 
sugar and the grated rind and juice 
ofalemon. Place some slices of but- 
tered bread over the whole, Set the 
dish ip apan of water in a hot oven; 
cover the pudding with a plate, and 
bake one and one-half hours. When 
the pudding is done put roughly over 
the top a meringue made of the whites 
of two eggs beaten to a atiff froth, 


and two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar added to them. Return to the 
oven long enough to brown lightly and 
serve hot. A sauce may be served with 
thie pudding or not, as one prefers. 
Huckleberry Shortcake.—Cream one- 
quarter of a cupful of butter with one 
cupful of sugar, add a pinch of salt, one 
cupful of sweet milk, a pint of flour and 
pet tablespoo. of baking pow- 
er. 


Stir in one pint of berries, and, if 
the batter is not thick like a pancake 
batter after the berries are put in, adda 
Ititle more flour. Bake the cake in a bis- 
cuit tim. It should be served hot, cut 
into squares, and eaten with butter. 

Providence Pudding.—Pick over your 
huckleberries and wash them, drain 
them a few moments, and then sprinkle 
them with sifted flour; use just what 
clings to the berries.

The Mistress Margarct Mauteby, for 
whom this gown was “‘purveyed,'’ be- 
came the wife of John Paston, and her 
letters, covering nearly 50 years, are 
noteworthy in that famous collection, 

‘The Paston Letters,’ which reveal #0 

many secrets of bygone statecraft, but, 

whet is of more worth to us now, giv- 

ing glimpres of household economy and, 

by clear connotation, the inner life of 

the women of the period. Margaret Pas- 

ton appears as an active, prudent house- 

wife, looking inte every detail of her 

large establishment and, from her hus- 
band’s prolenged absences, forced to as- 
game many masculine cares. She man- 
aged the several farms of their estate in 
the Hundred of Tunstead, Norfolkshire. 
She plasned new buildings, armed and 
defended her besieged hall, condacted 
lawsuits and arranged the marriages of 
her children and grandchildren. But, 
withal, she was a very woman, and it 
is interesting to note the ‘‘ewig wei- 
bliche’’ running like a thread of gold 
through a long series of letters. 

The orders sent to her husband and 
won, who were usually in London, for 
various artigles of apparel are curious 
to examine. That in her youth she was 
fond of all gauds may be guessed from 
a letter written not long after her mar- 
riage, when, inquiring minutely of her 
husband's health during some alight in- 
disposition, she had ‘‘lever than a new 
gowne, though it were of scarlette,”’ 
that he recover. Her commissions are 
usually very moderate and limited to 
the plain necessities of everyday wesr, 
as for example: 

“I pray you that ye would vouchsafe 

to pay me some frieze to make of your 
children’s gowns. Ye should have best 
cheap and beat choice of Hay’s wife, as 
it is told me, And that ye would buy a 
yard of broad cloth of black, for one 
“hood for me, of 44d. or 4 shillings a 
yard, for there is neither good cloth nor 
good frieze in this town.”’ 

Yet this town was Norwich, the scat 
of woolen factories from the time of 
Henry I, their crude work later im- 
proved by the skill of Philippa's Flem- 
ings. It was evidently the nearest mar- 
ket and the source of ordinary supplies, 
for Dame Paston had but just written, 
“May it please you to wit, I was at 
Norwich this week to purvey such 
things as needeth me against this win- 
ter.”’ 

Worsted and its neighboring Kersey, 
which gave their names to the fabrics 
there made, were in the east of Nor- 
folk. In reference to the products of 
the former Sir Johu writes from Lon- 
don to ‘mine own dear sovereign Iady:”” 

“I pray ye you will send me hither 
two ells of worsted for doublets to 
happe me this cold winter, and that ye 
inquire where William Paston bought 
his tippet of fine worsted, which is al- 
most like silk, and if that be much 
finer than that ye should buy me after 
7 or 8 shillings, then buy me a quarter 
and the wai) thereof for collars, though 
it be dearer than the other, for I would 
make my doublet all worsted for the 
worship of Norfoik.’’ 

Sometimes a bit of feminine vanity 
is seep, as when Lady Paston writes 
her husband: 

“I pray you that ye would do your 
cost on me against Whitsuntide that I 
may have something for my neck. When 
the queen was here, I borrowed my 
cousin Elizabeth Clere’s device, for T 
dared not for shame go with my beads 
among so many fresh gentlewomen as 
were here at that time.’’ 

And Sir Jobn’s memory for domestic 
commissions was like other men's, for 
in the next letter his wife prays him 
that he‘‘vouchsafe to remember to pur- 
vey # thing for my neck and to do make 
my girdle,'’ and in still another, ‘‘I 
thank you that ye youcbsafe to remem- 
ber my girdle.’’ 

It shows a pleasant confidence and 
the asvarance of her absent hosband’s 
intereat in every side of her life that 
she writes bim minutely of her plans in 
making her gowns, raying: ‘‘I pray you 
that ye would youchsafe to buy a piece 
of black buckram for to line with a 
gown for me. I should buy me a mur- 
rey gown to go in this summer and lay 
in the collur the eatin that ye gave me 
for a hood, andIcan get none good 
backram in this town to line it with.” 

The lotter of her son William, writ- 
ten in 1459, gives us an idea of the out- 
fit for a boy at Eton: 

“I beseech you send me a hore cloth, 
one for the holy days of some color and 
one for the working days (how coarse 
soever it be maketh no matter) and a 
stomacher and two shirts and a pair of 
elippers.’’ 

‘This masculine stomacher seems from 
otber scant mention thereof in early 
writings to have been a sort of skeleton 
inner waistcoat, perhaps not mach more 
than the chest protector of today. 

There is no more vivid appreciation 
of existing conditions of society than 

that which springs from their com pari- 
son with life relatively of the sume de- 
gree in another age and environment, 
As a suggestion of such fruitful study is 
this glimpse of the shopping of Mar- 
geret, later Lady Paston of Caistor 
Mauor.—New York Post.

London, Sept. 18,—In spite of the

have seen the ghost of Anne Boleyn 
the unfortunate wife of the much- 
married King Tfenury VILL, whom 
he caused to be beheaded on May 
19, 1556. The ghost of Queen Anne 
Boleyn is only supposed to appear 
on the eve of the death of a member 
of the Royal Family, and, therefore, 
the matter hag been made occasion 
for considerable gossip. 


A Shocking Tragedy. 
Three Girls Burned to Death—Narrow Es- 
cupe of a Pamily Near Chatham. 


Chatham, Sep. 17.-About 8 o'clock 
this morning Bresen Howard,a well- 
to-do fariner living at Port Alma, 
awoke suffocating and found the 
house in flames. He escaped, with 
his wife and three sons, through the 
windows, Ilis three daughters, how- 
ever, aged respectively 16,10 and 8 
years, all lost their lives. One of 
the girls got out of the building, but 
attempted to save hor sisters, thus 
sacrificing her own life. Two of the 
boys are badly burned and Mrs. 
Howard, who also rushed junto the 
flames, vainly attempting to save 
her daughters, is seriously though 
not fatally injured.

he North Hastings Agricultural 


Fair was held at Stirling on Tues- 
day, and this calls our attention to 


the position of this fair and its 
history in this Riding. 

These fairs were supposed, and, 
no doubt, intended, to be for the 
general bonefit of the Ridings as a 
whole. In most cases the place 
selected to hold them were to that 
end. Take, for instance, the east 
and west ridings in this county. 
So far as the north riding is con- 
cerned, however, the very opposite 
has been practiced continuously 
from the beginning of these grants. 
During the early history of these 
fairs the principal part of those who 
took attiye interest in them were in 
the southern part of the riding. 
The selection for the place of hold- 


meeting of the members, and mem- 


_ bership is the payment of one dollar. 


For a time the township of Hunting- 
don controlled, and it virtually took 
the place of their local fair, the 
prizes going toa fayored few who 
resided near by. Then, as the ag- 
ricultural interests widened, Madoc 
and Rawdon sought to baye an in- 
terest and to get a more central 
place, the result being that when it 
Was seen that to be fair to all inter- 
ests the fair would have to go north 
Rawdon, Stirling and Huntingdon 
combined to prevent its going to 
Madoe. The greatest concessiun 
that had been made up to this time 
for northern interests was having 
the fair on the gravel road near the 
old Garner hotel. At this time

No 
one will attempt to say,that holding 
the Riding fair of this large riding 
in the southwest corner has any 
semblance of fairness. We haye 
no authority to make the state- 
ment, but do so, not having « doubt 
that it will be fally carried ont, that 
if the directors of the fair will hold 
it here next year such provision 
will be made for it as will meet all 
reasonable demands and that the 
results in supplementary prizes, in- 
ercased exhibits, and increased at- 
tendance aud consequently increas- 
ed benefit, will be such as to fully 
justify them in making the change 
and meet the approval of seven- 
cighths of the agriculturists of the 
whole Riding. The fair at Madoc 
would be a central point for the 
townships of Rawdon, Huntingdon, 
Madoe, Mizevir,Marmora and Tudor, 
In all fairness we ask that this 
matter should have attention. The 
fair as now located does not meet 
the wants of the Riding.

Judas, the betrayer of his 
Lord, and his own execcutioneer, is not 
stiff in death’s relentless grasp before 
his spirit, released from physical infirm- 
ities, soars away to endless blessedness 
and is ready to welcome his Lord who, 
as the result of his infamous treachery 
was nailed to the cross, The thieyes on 
the crosses at the right and left of our 
Sayiour, receiyed the same blessings, 
and the penitence of one and the blas- 
phemy of the other were equally re- 


warded. But to go further is unnecces- 
sary, These inferences are logical de- 


ductions of a denial of future punish- 
ment, and are samples of many others 
if there is no hell. 

The fourth conclusion is that the 
necessity for the atonement of Christ 
ceases, ifthereisnohell, J‘rom what is 
He to saye men if hell is not? What 
need of His invitation to Come to Him, 
or of what weight or meaning his 
lament ‘* Ye will not come unto me that 

e micht have life.” And His claim to 

the Way, the Truth and the Life 
become hollow pretensions haying no 
foundation whatever in such a case. 

Our fifth conclusion is: If there is no 
hell, the doctrines of the New Testa- 
ment, the outgrowth of Christ’s teach- 
ings are shattered and destroyed, e.g. 
the need of repentance, the necessity of 
faith in Christ, and calls to holy living, 
as pre-requisities for Heaven, ‘ Bat, 
driv and be merry” is the motto ap- 
plicable ro ALL. There will be no Rey, 
20:12, and a thousand passages based 
on the theory of hell’s existence must be 
elimin \ted from the Bible, ‘Che refer- 
ences to Satan, the fallen angels, the 
hosts who work evil, ete., must be ex- 
punged, an. whatis left? ‘The major 
part of the New Testament becomes a 
meaningless ruin. 

Last conclusion: If there is no hell, 
the peace of the uniyerse will be inse- 
cure till there is one. Death does not 
change character, We take with us 
not what we haye but what we ARB, 
A little girl and a Universalist were 
tulking of the story of the Babes in the 
Wood.

It is said that the words of death are 
honest words, Hear Voltaire to Dr, 
Trochin, ‘I shall go to hell, sir, and 
you will go with me.” Hear Altamont 
as did Dr, Young, ‘And is there yet an- 
other hell? O thou blasphemed and in- 
dulgent God! hell itself will be a refuge 
if it will but hide me from Thy frown,” 
Hear Vallyrand to Louis Phillippe, 
“Sire, I suffer already tha pangs of the 
damned.” Let us not deceive ourselves, 
If there be but one ray of hope, let us 
cherish it, walk in it, live in it, die in 
it, and await results cheered by its 
shining,

Two pounds of alum dissolved in four 
quarts of boliing water,and placed on 
the stove until all the alum seems to 
be dissolved is the recipe. While hot 
apply with alarge brush to every joint 
and crevice infested, be it bedroom, 
pantry or closet.

Some housekeepers always make 
their baking powder at home and find 
it cheaper and much more satisfac- 
tory than that put up.in cans forsale. 
Tomake it procure six ounces of cream 
of tartar; bicarbonate soda two and 
three-quarter ounces; flour four and 
one-half ounces. Mix this thoroughly 
by sifting over and over again. This 
is an excellent baking powder. 

A bottle of good glue should be found 
in every house, for the thousand and 
one things for which it is necessary. 
And when it is needed it is generally 
in ahurry, To makean excellent glue 
dissolve eight ounces of the best glue 
in half a pint of water by putting these 
ingredients together in a wide-mouthed 
bottle. Then set the bottle in a vessel 
of hot water onthe stove until the glue 
is dissolved. Then stir in slowly one 
ounce nitric acu. Keep this well cork- 
ed and will always be ready for use. 

Speaking of glue, it may be of value 
tosomeone to learn of agood cement 
which is easily maic. Take twoparts 
by weight of common pitch and one of 
gutta percha, melted together in an 


iron vessel. This makes a cement that 
holds together with wonderful tenac- 
ity, wood, stone, ivory, leather, porce- 
lain, silk, woolen or cotton, Another 
way of making cement is as follows: 
Take four parts of pitch, four parts of 
powdered brick dust or chalk, and one 
part of beeswax. Melt and mix  to- 
gether. his will harden so it is neces- 
sary to melt it before using. 5 

To keep leather soft and pliable it 
needs an occasional oiling. Castor oil 
has been recommended as excellent for 
that purpose, whether it is for shoes 
or harness. Leather which becomes 
wet often is apt to crack, andthis is 
especially true of shoes which must 
be worn out in all kinds of weather. 
To make a pair of shoes durable apply 
tothe soles four or five successive coats 
of good varnish, allowimg each applica- 
tion to dry before putting on another. 
Make a mixture of four parts of lard 
toone of varnish and apply tothe up- 
pers, allowing the leather to absorb as 
much as it will. Hang the shoesin a 
warm place while this is airying: as it 
may take several days before they are 
ready for use. To keep the shoes wa- 
ter proof and make them last a long 
time beeswax and sweet oil has been 
recommended. Dissolve the beeswax 
and add a little sweet oil to thin it. 
Before the shoes are worn warm them 
over the fire and pour on the mixture, 
adding more as the leather absorbs it. 
The soles will take in ao quantity of 
it.

PIGEONS SHOW THEIR TRAINING. 


Large Flecks of the Birds That Perform 
Wonderful Evolutions. 

Remarkable as are the results of 
training as exhibited in the speed of 
modern pigeons, they do not compare 
with the pvonderful evolutions per- 
formed by these birds in the last cen- 
turies {n Italy. There were at thet 
time men who devoted themselves to 
pigeon training, and the art was sup- 
posed to find {ts perfection in certain 
families, and te be handed down from 
genera/on to generation, ‘he art 
consist i fn training large flocks of 
pigeons to obew their owner and to 
perform certain evolutions In the air. 
In the earliest days in India birds were 
trained to fight opposing bands. When 
a pigeon tournament was in progress 
the owners ascended some lofty build- 
ing and conducted the performance by 
the aid pf flags; and tm obedience to 
their signais flocks of birds of different 
color would wheel, rise, dive and inter- 
mingle to separate again and go 
through a number of interesting move- 
ments that were remarkable for their 
beauty. Prizes were offered for the 
most beautiful and novel figures. In 
India, in early times, where the sport 
of pigeon Tuying originaved, the object 
of the fiights was often a sanguinary 
one, the owners of the various flooks 
endeavoring to accomplish ‘the de- 
struction of the others. Thus, the 
birds of one band would carry bombs 
with a fuse hanging to their claws, and 
at the poner Piet masters would 
Sweep down over their opponents, and 
the bomb would drop among them and 
explode. Others bore sharp knives, 
two-edged, ded from thein claws 
and were made to dash among their 
antagonists and endeavor to cut them 
to pleces—an easy matter when birda 
were in rapid motion. To-day the 
triganiori, as they are called, of Mo- 
dena, devote lives to harmless 
pursuits, and are satisfied when watch- 
ing the wonderful evolutions of” the 
birds through the air.

The Grain Standard Explained.

In order to make clear to every 
farmer the way he is dealt with by 
the buyer on the grain market when 
the “standard” is used, the World 
publishes the following tabulated 
scale.

From a circular to Public School 
teachors and trustees recently issued by 
Inspector Mackintosh wo make tho fol- 
lowing oxtracts :— 

The next Uniform Promotion and Re- 
view Examinations will be held in oach 
school on December 20th, 21st and 22nd, 

Not only should candidates for pro- 
motion be examined but all pupils in 
the Second, Third and Junior Fourth 
should write either on the questions sot 
for their respective classes or on those 
sot for the next lower classes 

‘The ‘ reyiow " examinations, regard- 
ing which thore appears to be some mia- 
understanding, were established some 
yoars ago for the following among other 
reasons :— 

1. Without such examinations, all 
the pupils of a school except a few who 
are candidates for promotion will have, 
for threo days of each half year, to be 
dismissed. 

2, Before their inception it was found 
that before the term had been half 
ended the members of each class knew 
pretty accurately who of their number 
were to be candidates for promotion and 
who were not, Tho result of this was 
that very frequently the latter sections 
of the class lost interest in their work 
and the teachor was tempted to neglect 
them and to give the greater part of his 
attention to the more advanced pupils. 
One mark of an efficient school is fre- 

uen’ systematic and thorough reviews. 

Nithout these no school can be in a 
healthy condition. With half-yearly 
uniform “review” examinations, no 
twuacher who has any regard for his rep- 
utation will neglect to review his 
classes regularly and thoroughly. 
These examinations are a constant in- 
centiye to class reyiews. 

8. To ask a pupil to be examined on 
the work of the class next below the 
one he is in, is to set him an easy task, 
from which no true boy or girl would 
shrink, Ifhe cannot, in the third class, 
get the marks that second class pupils 
must get in order to get promotion to 
the third class, then that failure is 
evidence of a state of affairs which re- 
flects no credit on him. He should be 
able to attain a much higher standard. 

The ‘‘review" examinations are in 
the interest of pupils, parents and 
honest and industrious teachers. 

Oral reading is not, I fear, getting 
the attention in our schools its import- 
ance demands, No amount of careful 
teaching in literature will make a pupil 
a good reader without practice in read- 
ing. Our pupils are not getting this to 
the extent that they should. During 
this term I hope to notice a marked im- 
provement in the reading of the differ- 
ent classes,

English Bacon Trade. 


The following letter in the last issue 
of the Peterboro Review, from Mr, 
George Mathews, head of the big pork 
packing establishment in that place, 
will be of interest to the farmers of this 
section, many of whom eyery year raise 
porkers for this important market :— 

Sir,—I returned home from my an- 
nual yisit to the old country last week. 
Of course I was very much interested 


in the bacon trade, and was pleased to 
find that the Canadian bacon was 
steadily growing in favor with the 
better class of grocers and provision 
dealers, but they are more exacting as 
to the selection and quality of the sides. 
In my letters last year I explained how 
we had to make No, 1,2 and 3 selections 
in shipping bacon tothe English market 
But I found this time that the lrish and 
Danish curers have increased the num- 
ber of their selections to six or seyen 
grades, and now the Canadian packers 
are following their example, so that 
instead of diyiding our shipment into 
three grades we are dividing each ship- 
ment into six grades, each grade having 
a different value in that market, conse- 
quently it will be necessary for us to 
be more particular in grading the live 
hogs that we buy from the farmers 

Prices haye been steady for lean 
bacon all summer with the exeeption of 
about two weeks at the jubilee time, 
when the price dropped badly. ‘The lean 
bacon soon recoyered, but fat bacon 
was almost unsaleable eyen at greatly 
reduced prices, and before I left Liver- 
pool on the 25th of August I know 
somo bacon, No. 2 selection, sold at 5 
cents per pound less than No, 1 selec- 
tion, both sold the same day, netting a 
clean loss to the packer of $5 per hog. 
The reason for the difference in price 
was that the No. 1 sides were all of an 
even thickness of fat on the back, which 
did not exceed 1} inches in the fattest 
part of the side, but the No. 2 sides 
were from 1} to 24 inches of fat on the 
back, ‘hey were the right size and 
weight, but there was rather too much 
fat, hence the loss to the ileus 

I would repeat what I have often 
said, that our meats will never obtain 
the highest price paid there until the 
farmers pay as much attention to rais- 
ing of right kind of hogs as the packers 
have to doin curing the meats to suit 
the taste of the consumers in that 
country, 

While Iam not adyocating any par- 
ticular breed of hogs for that trade, I 
would certainly condemn _ thick- 
shouldered, heavy backed hogs as being 
unsuitable for that market, and my 
proof for doing so is that we have lost 
thousands of dollars in the last three 
months on those heavy shouldered sides 
of bacon. 

The hogs for that market must have 
a thin neck, light shoulder and back, 
flat sides and well shaped hams. In 
my opinion the thoroughbred Tamworth 
ia the model pig for the English bacon 
trade, although the improved York- 
shire is a splendid pig to cross with, 
and I would strongly advise the farm- 
ers whatever crosses they make with 
their hogs to always haye the points 
aboye mentioned in view. 

Don’t feed corn to hogs. American 
bacon has been selling in England all 
this summer at about 4 cents per pound 
less than Canadian, and the only reason 
for the difference is that it was fed on 
corn 

All the Canadian packers have had 


}an oxtra large quantity of soft sides 


this year. [tis caused by the farmers 
feoding inferior food to their hogs and 
not giving them sufficient grain, name 


ly, peas, oats, or barloy; that ait 
bacon is not only a direct loss to the 
jacker but injures the reputation of 
Canadian bacon in England.

Scientific Miscellany. 

The telephone newspaper, which has 
been in successful oporation oyer two 
years at Budapest, has become almost 
indispensable to its 6,000 subscribers. 
The service has a main wire of 168 
miles which is connected to private 
houses and yarious public resorts. Be- 
tween 7,80 in the morning and 9,80 in 
the evening, 28 editions are spoken into 
the transmitter, ton men with Joud, 
clear yoices acting as sponkers in shifts 
of two, The news is classified, and 
giyen in accordance with a rogwar 
yrogramme, so that any Subscribor 
Recon when to expect the kinds of in- 
terest to him. A short summary of all 
important items is given at noon and 
again at. night, and subscribers aro on- 
tertained with music and loctures in 
tho evening. , ‘ 

Mirror writing—that is reversed writ- 
ing which must be held before # mirror 
to be read is said to bo cultivated by 
many persons for privato correspond- 
once by postal cards, Tt is not diffleult 
to do especially with the left hand, and 
left-handed porsons sometimes write in 
this way naturally, An English 
physician, Dr. C. Clapman, mentions 
tho caso of a partially avalyzod female 
who taught horself to write with the 


left hand, and who wrote toward tho 
the left—or mirrorwise—at first, and 
afterward learned at school to write in 
the usual way, In moments of forget- 
fulness she would write one line toward 
the left and the next toward the right. 

A baby alarm, or means for signaling 
the crying of an infant which has been 
left asleep in a distant room is one of 
the recent boons offered by science. A 
Sensitive microphone, connected to a 
battery and to the primary of an induc- 
tion coil, is placed near the child’s cot, 
The secondary of the coil is connected 
by two wires toa small electro magnet 
at the place where the alarm is to be 
given and on the crying of the child the 
microphone sets up an undulatory 
current in this circuit, causing the 
(pease tat to deflect a delicate steel 
balance and close an electric bell circuit. 

The experiments of Lieut. B. Baden 
Powell with military kites have been 
sufficiently encouraging to give inter- 
est to the curions suggestion in aerial 
nayigation made by him to the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. He pointed out that the wind 
is nearly always stronger at an eleva- 
tion than near the earth, often blowing 
at 1000 yards with three times its yeloc- 
ity just above ground. He proposes to 
take advantage of this difference by 
connecting two kites by a long line and 
sending them up to different heights, 
the weight carried being attached to the 
line near the lower kite. The lower 
kite would thus supply a retarding 
medium to the upper, the effect being 
the same in principle as if the upper 
kite were held to the earth by a string 
and the lower kite were towed through 
the air by a boy running with a string 
in hishand. Both kites would be kept 
flying, although not held to the eart® 
by _a string in the usual way, and it is 
quite possible that they might be nayi- 
gated considerably out of the wind’s 
course, Y 

The Chaparro tree of the United 
States of Colombia is credited by Mr. 
Robert Thomson, in a report to the 
British Foreign Office, with a phenom- 
enal endurance of fire. The tree— 
botanically knownas Khopsala obovata 


| —grows to a height of 15 to 20 feet, and 


its distorted trunks measure from 9 to 
20 inches in diameter. In Tolima, 
where other trees are nearly all des- 
troyed by the persistent burning of the 
Savannahs and hills for renewing pas- 
turage, the Chaparro not only resists 
the fire but seems actually to seek it. 
In the lower hills, reduced to sterility 
by the incessant burnings, hundreds of 
square miles are covered by growths of 
these little trees, which are as regular 
in arrangement asin a carefully culti- 
vated plantation. The resistance of the 
tree is due to the structure of the bark, 
of which the outer portion, to the depth 
of half an inch, is of peculiar composi- 
tion and seryes no vital function, 

How it is possible to measure wind 
by its sound has been told by Prof. 
Carl Barus to the National Acadomy ef 
Sciences. The nil a of the wind 
across a wire varies with the yelocity, 
and this can be computed from the 
pitch of the note observed im case of a 
given diameter of wire and for a giyen 
air temporature. A special micrometer 
attachment can bo made to conyey tho 
sound, isolated from other noises to the 
observer atadistance. Every gust and 
variation oan be studied, and an idea 
of the direction of tho gust can bo had 
from sounds from threo wires placed at 
right angles to ene anothor. Micro- 
aulmometry is the name proposed for 
observations by this method
